Amundsen and Hammer to Use New Plane

Captain Roald Amundsen's Associate

and The Bee.) 


A GASOLINE STATION at 
the 


North Pole—or close by—will be es- 
tablished for refueling our plane. 
The Whale—with which we hope 
to make man's first flight over the 
pole—has a filing radius of 1300 
miles. The"total distance from Spitz- 
bergen to Alaska is about 1SOO miles 
A landing- in the vicinity of the pole 
will therefore be necessary. 
So we 


expect to 'fly to it first, establish a 
gas supply depot, and then go back 
for the final dash. 
Whether -we will find v.-ater or ice 


in these latitudes -ne cannot foretell. 
If there is only ice our landings -will 
be somewhat dangerous as we are 
sure to find very rough spots, even on 
an apparently smooth landing sur-

EXQUIRY 


The machinery of federal govern- 


ment is proceeding under the greatest 
handicap experienced in years as re- 
sult of the extraordinary develop- 
ment of Senate inquisitiveness during 
the past few months. 
The chances 


of any constructive legislation or in- 
deed the passage of any bills other 
tha-n those of extreme necessity are 
unlikely between now and the gen- 
eral election, on account of the num- 
ber of investigations which are now 
running 
their 
course, 
and 
others 


which are planned. 


A check up of the investigatorial 


activities of the United States Senate 
reveals ten different probes actually 
started., all of them of considerable 
importance, with half, a dozen or so 
lurking around the corner. 
This exe- 


cutive arm"of the government is thus 
fully 
occupied in determining the 


cause and effect of certain conditions 
i\hich have aroused the curiosity of 
the nation. The oil scandal, of course, 
takes premier place among the en- 
quiries because of its lines which 
lead to such high quarters in govern- 
ment. 
The investigation of the at- 


torney general is an immediate re- 
sult of the oil scandal but is quasi- 
political. 
There is Senator Borah's 


investigation involving the secretary 
of state, Charles E. Hughes, and his 
charge of "Red" propaganda in this 
country. 
Then 
there 
is 
Senator 


Keed's enquiry into the Bok peace 
plan which pales into insignificance 
before other more momentous issues, 
and there is the enquiry started at 
the behest of Senator Royal Cope- 
land, of New York, into "fake" medi- 
cal diploma schools. 
Senator Heflin, 


of Alabama has caused an investiga- 
tion :nto alleged land frauds on the 
Rio Grande and there is the Vet- 
erans' Bureau which is equally malo- 
dorous as certajn phases of the oil 
enquiry. The Shipping Board is be- 
ing investigated also alleged rent pro- 
fiteers;; 
in thy District of Columbia, 


Finally the Ku Klux issue in Texas, 
has been found a St subject for in- 
vestigation and an enquiry into a 
contract let by the government to a.

PASSIXO A TAX 


Thoughtful observers of congress- 


ional practice at Washington are not 
surprised that at the last moment, 
the Republican faction* in the House 
combined in passing a tax bill. It Is 
expecting too much in a. presidential 
year even from a Republican insur- 
gent to permit the minority to write 
the tax measure and so claim credit 
for easing the nation's tax burden. 
But there are limits beyond which 
the progressive Republican will not 
go. The Mellon tax bilt was too much 
for him. He refused to swallow if 
and demanded and received from the 
Republican leadership sufficient con- 
cessions on surtaxes to swing him 
into line. 
None of this would have 


been possible without the Democratic 
aggressiveness In writing a tax bill of 
its own. The possibility that this 
measure would pass was too real for 
the Old Guard to risk and they sur- 
rendered. 


In those features of the tax bill 


which gives the greatest relief to the 
greatest number of taxpayers the 
Democrats with progressive Repub- 
lican support are responsible. If the 
senate agrees and the president ap- 
proves those features written into the 
bill by the Democrats it means less 
taxes for more people than had the 
Mellon bill prevaillfl.
